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Compromises sought 


on senate farm bill 


VOTE on the senate farm 
, bill has been delayed by 
the development of some active 
opposition. A number of amend- 
ments and compromises are be- 
ing sought. 

The original bill described in 
the last issue, was a bob-tailed 
one. It brought new legislation 
only for cotton, rice, and feed 
grains. Senators from dairy and 
wheat states are not happy about 
this situation. 

So a group of Democratic 
“rebels,” are trying to block 
passage or heavily amend of 
what they call the “Benson-El- 
lender” bill. Leaders of the 
group are Senators Humphrey 
(Minn.), Proxmire (Wis.), and 
Symington (Mo.). 

Part of their object is to save 
parity as a yardstick for farm 


| price supports. The original bill 





would do away with parity, and 
use average prices of preceding 
years instead. 

The Humphrey-led group 
threaten a filibuster if at least 
some of their ideas are not put 
into the farm bill. 

They want a straight minimum 
support on milk of $3.25 a hun- 
dred. They want to give farm- 
ers an option of taking a volun- 
tary cut in feed grain acreage to 
get supports at 85 percent of 
parity. Land taken out of feed 
grains would be locked up in 
the conservation reserve 

They would give cotton and 
rice men the acreage and low- 
ered supports they want, but 
they want it based on parity 
rather than on percentages of 
previous years’ prices. And they 
want the excess cottonseed oil 
produced because of increased 
acreage allotments to be kept 
out of domestic markets 

As press, it’s any- 
body’s guess just where the bill 
will wind up. If the original 
version comes to a vote in the 
senate and strenuous 
effort will be made to block it 
in the house. All told, hopes for 
any new farm legislation in this 
session become dimmer with 
each passing day.

Un- 
fortunately, millions of Ameri- 
cans have been fed distorted 
facts and outright mis-informa- 
tion which has turned them 
against farm aid in any form, 
and even against farmers them- 
selves. 

“Therefore, an _ increasingly 
important job of farmers and 
farm organizations is to provide 
the public with factual infor- 
mation. This is needed to coun- 
teract the efforts of those who 
would turn public thinking 
against all farm programs.”

4,XPORTS of farm products 
were down 16 percent in 
the 11 months ending June 1, 
compared with a year earlier.

to bed early the night of July 1. The 
storm and heavy rain had knocked out 
the electricity. 

No one anticipated a flood, even tho 
the rain continued on into the night. 
Bernie awoke about 2. He was disturbed 
by the sound of water running into his 
basement. He and Mrs. Thielen groped 
their way downstairs in the dark. 

It was too late to save furniture, but 
they each grabbed an armful of clothing 
and waded back thru knee-deep water to 
the stairway. 

Thielen’s house stayed on its founda- 
tion. But their furniture was ruined, 
their well polluted, car and tractor gone, 
and their livestock scattered 

Lester Paulsen, Audubon county, said 
he was awakened by the squeals of drown- 
ing pigs coming from his flooding hog 
barn. Paulsen lost 65 of the 207 pigs he 
had vaccinated the day before 

The stampeding river cut across the 
Clarence Anderson farm in Cass county, 
sweeping livestock and _ ruining 
the crops in its path. Anderson lost 4 
portable hog houses and 18 hogs

“But my biggest loss is my corn crop,” 
he said. “‘All but 40 acres out of 200 were

“The corn had never looked nicer. I 
had treated for soil insects and sprayed 
for weeds 

“I don’t even plan to replant. It will 
take me a long time to get all the wreck- 
age cleaned up so I can plow again,” he 
concluded. 


And so the stories go. Each farmer 
telling of his losses would usually 
add, “But we were lucky. Look 
what happened to my neighbor.” 


County farm leaders have made rough 
tabulations of losses. More than 6,000 
head of cattle, hogs, and sheep were lost 
in Audubon, Cass, and Guthrie counties 
Counties with little livestock loss, but 
serious losses of other types, are Shelby, 
Montgomery, and Fremont 

The six-county total farm losses are, 
roughly: $2 million in crops trom flood- 
ing, $1 million from washing;

Store corn 
in silos? 


High moisture grain keeps 
well and makes good feed 


—by Neil Harl 


W* I CORN last fall at picking time 
caused many problems folks would 
like to forget. But some who turned to 
silo storage are happy about their ex- 
periences with high moisture corn 


High moisture corn storage may 
work for you—if you don’t plan on 
selling grain on the market. Live- 
stock feeders have found real ad- 
vantages in silo stored grain. Here’s 
why: 
eRESEARCH ON FEEDING VALUE 
so far indicates high moisture corn—about 
30 percent moisture—is at least equal 
to 14 percent moisture corn in feeding 
value 

Feeding tests at Iowa State College 
showed an 8 percent saving in feed costs 
for fattening cattle on 31 percent mois- 
ture ground ear corn. This saved 1.3 
cents per pound of gain. Figured another 
way, the high moisture grain was worth 
about 10 cents more per bushel on an 
equivalent dry matter basis 

Recent Purdue tests also gave a slight 
edge to cattle on high moisture corn. Hogs 
on 25 percent moisture corn gained faster 
than those on 13 percent moisture corn. 

Farmers who have fed high moisture 
corn to hogs are sold on it 

“Our hogs like it so well they'll hardly 
touch dry feed,” says Russell Greiner, 
Tama county, lowa. “We fill the feeders 
And so far we've had 
no spoilage problem.” 

eEARLY HARVEST means far less 
And corn borer 
losses are generally less, too 

“You get the picking done early in 
the fall when weather is usually good,” 
figures Fred Sienknecht, Tama county, 
lowa. “And you never have to worry 
about whether or not the crop is going

e STORAGE LOSSES from rodents and 
insects are almost unknown with high 
moisture corn stored in permanent up- 
right silos. Spoilage losses run low for 
reasonably tight structures

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Repeated grinding or shelling is elimi- 
nated with high moisture corn. The grain 
is either ground or shelled as it’s ensiled. 


eCHEAP STORAGE is a big selling 
point for upright conventional silos. 


“Our storage costs amount to about 
one-third what they were for cribs,” cal- 
culates Sienknecht. Initial costs run about 
30 to 35 cents per bushel for conventional 
silos. Glass lined storage is higher. 

Both ground ear corn and shelled corn 
seem to keep equally well in uprights. 
Which way you handle your crop depends 
a great deal upon the equipment you have 
available. 

“I’ve tried both shelled and ground 
high moisture ear corn,” says Russell 
Brandt, Tama county, Iowa. “But I plan 
to go to shelled for the extra capacity. 

“The same silo holds about 80 percent 
as much ground ear corn as shelled. 
Cracking shelled corn cuts capacity about 
10 percent,” he adds. 


You'll need tight, structurally 
sound silos for high moisture corn. 
Pressures right after filling are great- 
er than for corn or grass silage. 


“A thick oilmeal paste smeared around 
the doors before they’re put in seals the 
silo pretty well,” points out Sienknecht. 
Farmers who have taken this precaution 
have had little or no spoilage around the 
doors. 

“We've found a plastic cover over the 
top of the grain prevents top spoilage,” 
says Brandt. “Six to 8 inches of sawdust 
is blown over the cover. Then we wet it 
down good. Sometimes we seed oats up 
there in the fall. The root mass holds the 
plastic cap in place.” 

Ground corn cobs also work well for 
holding the cover in place. The impor- 
tant thing is to create a good seal to keep 
out the air. 

Farmers and researchers aren’t in com- 
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plete agreement on when to ensile high 
moisture corn. Earlier recommendations 
called for a moisture content of 50 per- 
cent. Now most researchers believe 30 
percent is a more practical level. 

“I believe the ideal moisture content 
is 23 to 25 percent,” declares Brandt, who 
has had 5 years of experience storing high 
moisture corn. “Below 23 percent, I add 
water at filling time. But I have put corn 
in at 18 percent. And it came out in good 
shape.” 

The best bet for most folks is to start 
picking around 32 percent—or when it 
will shell or grind satisfactorily. Then 
they'll be well along with harvesting by 
the time it dries down to levels where 
water should be added. 

In adding moisture to ground corn, 
some prefer to run a small stream in just 
above the discharge from the blower pipe 
at the top of the silo. For shelled corn, 
water may be added at the blower on the 
ground. 

In feeding high moisture corn, you 
should remove some every day. Two to 
6 inches daily is usually enough to pre- 
vent top spoilage. One complete circle 
by an unloader also keeps the feed fresh. 

Winter feeding, of course, permits less 
corn to be removed to stay ahead of spoil- 
age. 

Grain sorghum has also been stored 
by some livestock feeders in upright silos. 
Iowa State College feeding tests indicate 
grinding is necessary before feeding. En- 
siling doesn’t seem to soften the hard 
seed coat enough for complete digestion. 

Grinding at the silo while filling ap- 
pears to be the most practical solution to 
this problem. 

If grain storage appears to be a prob- 
lem for you this fall, you might consider 
high moisture corn or sorghum storage 
in upright silos. Livestock men who have 
tried it are well satisfied with the results.

\VWe MAY see another major 

change in forage handling 
within a few years. Your hay 
may be pelleted in the field, 
dried, and stored in bins like 
grain. 

Pelleting will take some more 
of the risks out of hay makirg. 
More leaves will be saved, mak- 
ing hay better quality. 


Even if the hay is low 
quality, your cattle will eat 
more of it in pelleted form. 
They'll make faster gains 
than if the hay was chopped 
or baled. 

“Poor quality pelleted hay 
may show twice the gain ob- 
tained with the same hay fed 
chopped or baled,” reports John 
B. Dobie, agricultural engineer 
at the University of California 

However, optimum gains with 
pellets were obtained with top 
quality pelleted hay, Dobie adds. 
Increased gains were largely, 
perhaps wholly, obtained from 
increased consumption of feed 
By getting the animals to eat 
more hay, it may be possible to 
reduce the amount of concen- 
trate that must be fed 

In Illinois tests, dairy calves 
fed milk, calf starter, and long 
hay gained 1.37 pounds daily 
from birth to 4 months. Another 
group fed milk, calf starter, and 
ground and pelleted hay gained 
1.53 pounds daily. The calves 
getting the pelleted hay ate 84 
pounds less calf starter but 154 
pounds more hay. The amount 
of milk was the same with both 
lots 

Calves fed the long hay re 
quired 1.93 pounds of total di- 
nutrients (TDN) per 
pound of gain. The calves get- 
ting pelleted hay required only 
1.88 pounds of TDN per pound

Why should cornbelt farmers 
be interested in hay pelleting? 
Dobie gives these reasons: 


AND LOWA HOMESTEAD 


1. Present methods of han- 
dling hay take a lot of labor. 
Most hay is baled and must be 
handled several times before it’s 
fed. A new package unit for 
hay is needed—one that will 
permit bulk handling and stor- 
age similar to grain. Pelleting 
would provide these advantages. 

2. Mechanization of handling 
and feeding of hay would be 
made easier by changing hay 
from a fibrous mass to a free 
flowing material similar to 
grain. 

Hay has been the most diffi- 
cult part of the ration to feed 
mechanically. Chopping aids 
but does not solve the problem. 


Pellets are the answer to 
easy hay handling. They 
are easy to move with any 
standard conveyor or by 
gravity. 

Storage space is reduced. And 
long haul conditions are im- 
proved. Heavier loads are pos- 
sible. Loading and unloading at 
terminals is easier 

Most cornbelt agricultural col- 
leges are experimenting with 
pelleted hay. One fact that 
hasn’t been definitely proven 
is whether all classes of live- 
stock will benefit from pelleted 
hay. Tests to date are promis- 
ing, however 

Other colleges are trying to 
develop a pelleting machine for 
farm use. Most major farm 
machinery manufacturers are 
working on the problem, too 

At present none are on the 
market for use on farms. It 
may be several years before a 
practical machine is ready for 
use on farms of average size

To the Editor: What 
quantity of farm products 
were exported last year? 

How was payment for them

Last year’s exports of farm 
products were valued at 4.7 bil- 
lion dollars. This is the equiva- 
lent of 61 million acres or the 
production of one out of every 
5 crop acres in the country. 

The value of exported farm 
products was 12 cents out of 
each dollar received from farm 
products. 

Last year, 60 percent of farm 
exports were sold for dollars. 
The other 40 percent moved 
under special government pro- 
grams. This includes sales for 
foreign currencies, trades for 
strategic materials, or gifts to 
needy people abroad. 





Electricity Use 
On Farms 
To the Editor: What sec- 

tion of the country uses the 
most electricity on farms? 
What is the difference in 
cost per kilowatt-hour? And 
what is the difference in 
average monthly cost for 
different farming sections? 
G. L., Hamilton county, 
Iowa. 


According to “Farm Electrici- 
ty Report,” Pacific coast farmers 
averaged using 1,215 kwh per 
farm in July or August of 1957. 
The west north central states 
averaged using only 360 kwh 
for the same month. The west 


averaged 
using only 250 kwh per farm. 


south central area 


This was the lowest area in 
electricity use per farm 

Cost of electricity per kwh 
for these months averaged 1.9 
cents in the Pacific coast area. 
And 3.3 cents per kwh here 
in the west-north central area. 

The average monthly elec- 
tricity bill per farm in the Pa- 
cific coast area was $23.10 com- 
pared to $11.90 in this area. 
West-south central electricity 
users paid 3.1 cents per kwh 
with an average monthly bill of 
$7.80. 

The more electricity used in 
an area seems to bring down 
the price per kwh _ provided 
the supply is large enough to 
meet increased demands. 





Investment In 
Farms Higher 
To the Editor: How does 
the investment per farm 
per man compare with the 
investment in industry per 
man? M. B., Mitchell coun- 
ty, lowa. 


Investment in industry 
worker is about $15,000. 

Investment in farms is usual- 
ly much higher. Purdue Univer- 
sity reports from records of 273 
Indiana farms an average in- 
vestment of $55,000 per man. 

In the western cornbelt, with 
one man operating a 160-acre 
farm, the investment per man 
would be close to the Indiana 
figure. 

This means that it takes from 
3 to 4 times as much investment 
to create one farm job as it does 
in an average industry.

( yur ELECTRIC SCOOP shov- 

el—that’s what we call our 
portable grain auger,” declares 
Dave McVicker, Franklin county, 
lowa. 

“We've nearly tripled our hog 
production with about the same 
amount of labor spent for feed- 
ing,”’ says his brother Dan. They 
share equipment and labor on 
their two farms. 

Augers fit right into many 
tough feed handling jobs. 
Unloading grain from bins 
is just one of the uses you 


can make of a_ portable 
auger. 
Some folks have installed 


augers permanently for moving 
feed to and from _ grinders. 
Others use them as part of their 
automatic feeding setups for 
dairy, hogs, or beef cattle. 

Augers move feed in any di- 
rection, all the way from hori- 
zontal to vertical. More speed 
is needed for vertical use to 
minimize roll back. 

You can buy augers from 2- 
inch diameter up to about 10 
inches or larger. But the 4, 5, 
and 6-inch sizes are most popu- 
lar for farm uses. 

Most augers come mounted in 
a steel housing. But you can 
buy augers minus the housing. 
A short section of bare auger 
may be connected to a regular 
portable model with a universal 
joint. This “tail” feeds the main 
auger and helps to clean out 
corners of bins. 

One word of caution about 
these unmounted augers. Watch

How expensive are au- 
gers? Costs vary with di- 
ameter and length. Size of 
motor also makes a differ- 
ence. 

“Our 16-foot auger with a %4 
hp motor cost us about $80,” 
says McVicker. ‘That was for a 
6-inch size with hopper.” 

Many steel bins now have spe- 
cial openings for augers. But 
you can count on an auger mov- 
ing a lot of grain in older cribs 
or bins with little hand shovel- 
ing. 

Some farmers use augers for 
filling bins. An old tractor tire 
makes a good hopper for un- 
loading grain.

1,285,000 tons of topsoil were 
estimated to have been lost from 
uplands due to erosion. 


This amounts to over 20 
tons of soil lost for every 
acre in the watershed. 
Bluegrass Creek—it joins the 
Nishnabotna at Hamlin, lowa— 
has a 16,000 acre watershed. An 
estimated 322,000 
washed down the 
this area 

Davids Creek watershed lost 
an estimated 670,000 tons of 
soil.

How to handle a 
bigger dairy herd 


Mechanized feeding plus bulk milk 
handling cut labor requirements 


OOSE HOUSING and parlor 
milking have solved many 
labor problems for dairy herds. 
Dairymen have found they 
can afford to make fairly large 
outlays for labor saving equip- 
ment in milking parlors. The 
per cow cost is usually low. 
Moving grain and supplements 
by machines fits right in with 
parlor milking. But since few 
milking parlors are exactly alike, 
no one system fits all situations. 


- 


Here’s how some folks 
have reduced labor and cut 
the cost of producing milk. 
Ray Baetke, Scott county, 

Iowa dairyman figured a couple 
of years ago that he was doing 
entirely too much hard work for 
his milking herd. Carrying every 
pound of feed and milk makes 
many folks question the desir- 
ability of dairying. 

So Baetke installed a pipeline 
milker and bulk tank to take 
care of the milk problem. Then 
he built a hopper bottom bin 
across the top of his four-cow 
milking parlor. 

Downspouts were connected 
to the bin for moving the ground 
feed to each stall of the milking 
parlor. 

Now Baetke grinds right into 
an elevator which fills the stor- 
age bin. The complete grain- 
and-supplement ration flows by 
gravity to fill the downspouts. 

“The only thing I have to do 
is to crank out the feed,” says 
Baetke. The metering device 
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measures out 5% pounds for 
every turn of the crank. 
Norman Amundson of 

Clayton county, lowa, makes 

use of augers in his efficient 

dairy feeding system. 

“We used to grind and sack 
all our feed,” recalls Amundson. 
“But the herd increased to the 
point where it had turned into 
a lot of time-consuming work. 
Besides, we had a lot of waste. 
Mice, rats, and damp floors saw 
to that.” 

Now Amundson has the feed 
ground and mixed in town. The 
complete ration is augered into 
a 100-bushel vertical steel bin 
for storage. 

A second auger moves the 
feed as needed, to a “v” shaped 
divider above the four-stall milk- 
ing parlor. There two horizontal 
augers—one for each side of 
the parlor—fill the downspouts 
Metering devices at each stall 
complete the system. 

With this setup, Amundson 
has had little trouble with the 
ground feed bridging—failing 
to feed out of the steel bin. 

Researchers recommend that 
storage bins be built with one 
straight side. And that the other 
sides be at least 45 degrees— 
preferably 60 degrees—from the 
horizontal. 

Art Hoover, another Clayton 
county dairyman, also uses au- 
gers for filling downspouts in 
his eight-cow parlor. But his

To round out their sys- 
tems of easy dairy feeding, 
many dairymen handle 
roughages with machinery, 
also. 






Elmer Hamann, Scott county, 
, Iowa, takes care of the roughage 
feeding for his 32-cow herd with 
the flick of a switch. A silo un- 
loader and bunk feeder fill the 
bunks with silage while the cows 

are milked. 

You'll want to figure about 
how much time the cows will 
spend in the parlor. Some folks 
planning streamlined milking 
operations like Leo Barry, Buena 
Vista county, Iowa, figure some 
fast-milking, high producers 
may not have time to clean up 
a full ration. 

In a recent Cornell University 















study, 33 percent of the cows 
checked were milked in less 
than 3 minutes. Seventy-one 





percent of the animals were 
finished after 4 minutes. The 
slowest cow in the test required 
nearly 12 minutes to be com- 
pletely milked out 

This may be an important fac- 
tor in choosing a feeding system 

Mechanizing your dairy feed- 
ing may mean you can handle 
more cows in the milking string 
Or maybe you can replace some 
hired labor. 

Feed handling machinery 
works cheaper than most folks 
And it doesn’t grumble 
working weekends or 
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“You gentlemen wanted 
to see me?”

Early studies show grain sorghum 
takes 85% as much water as corn 


‘INCE grain sorghum is a rela- 

tively new crop in lowa, re- 
search data is somewhat limited. 
One study underway now at 
several experiment stations is 
the water requirement of grain 
sorghum. 

Early findings in Kansas in- 
dicate that sorghum needs near- 
ly as much water as corn to pro- 
duce top yields. 

Water range, or 
needed, for corn in 
from 23.7 to 27.3 inches 
ghum requires 20 to 23.2 inches. 
So grain sorghum needs about 
85 percent as much water as 
corn does. 

Sorghum plants are thought 
to utilize between 5 and 6 inches

For best growth, a good mois- 
ture supply must be present 
thruout the plant growth period. 
But the greatest need for mois- 
ture is during the period from 
flowering until the grain is 
formed. 


This suggests that grain 
sorghum may not be as 
drought resistant as was be- 
lieved earlier. 


In fact, report Kansas authori- 
ties, sorghum is no better able 


to withstand extreme drought 
than corn. 

But it’s true that grain sor- 
ghum will perform better in 
temporary dry periods than 
corn. The leaves of sorghum 
plants will wilt some without 


killing the leaf tissue. 

Grain sorghum irrigation 
studies are underway in Texas. 
Yields increased from 735 
pounds to 6,548 pounds per acre 
with irrigation. This is about 
110 bushels per acre. 
This yield was obtained with 

inches of irrigated water. 
This does not include approxi- 
mately 11 inches of rainfall dur- 
ing the growing season 

lowa farmers couldn't expect 
such large yield increases since 
average rainfall is higher here. 
But it does point up the fact 
that sorghum needs plenty of 
water to produce high yields 
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Purdue researchers say 
that grain sorghum may be 
grown in poorly drained 
areas and bottomland some- 
day. 

Studies are underway to test 
the crop’s ability to withstand 
flood damage. In one test, a 
hybrid sorghum variety was sub- 
mitted to running water 2 inches 
above soil level for 8 weeks. 

The plants showed no serious 
damage and continued to grow. 
Sorghum completely covered 
with water lived nearly 4 weeks 
before showing damage. Corn 
will live about 4 days when it 
is submerged in water. 

Some researchers feel that 
Iowans, and other cornbelt farm- 
ers who grow sorghum in high 
humidity areas, may be faced 
with mildew and mold problems 
during wet seasons. No research 
has been announced to support 
this theory yet, however.

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Vote on egg 
grading 


The Wallaces Farmer Poll 
has asked Iowa farm people 
what they think of the lowa 
egg grading law. Here are 
the results. 


What farmers think of the egg 
grading law seems to depend in 
part on where they live. Many 
complaints come from folks near 
the state line. 

A farm woman in Taylor coun- 
ty said, “The price across the 
line in Missouri is about the 
same as here. And you don’t 
have to clean the eggs.” 

The Wallaces Farmer Poll put 
the following question to sev- 
eral hundred men and women, 
scattered over all of Iowa. 

“Do you think the egg-grad- 
ing law is helping Iowa farm- 
ers?” 

Here is the way farm people 
with laying flocks answered: 


Undecided ..... — 


Farm people without laying 
flocks were less interested. Al- 
most half voted “undecided.” 

Size of flock owned didn’t 
make much difference. Big 
operators and small operators 
voted about the same. 

Here are comments from some 
of the people interviewed: 

“Egg grading is unfair, as 
dealers mix the grades and sell 


at top prices. Some eggs get old 
after grading.”—Harrison coun- 
ty, lowa. 

“Egg grading law has 
helped farmers. It makes us 
take better care of the eggs, 
so we get a better price. 
And consumers can buy a 
better grade on the mar- 
ket.”—Greene county. 


“T don’t think the egg-grading 
law is helping the farmers. We 
have more work and no more 
profit.”—-Union county. 

“It hasn’t made much differ- 
ence. Get about the same price 
as before.”—Wright county. 

“Egg grading law is just now 
starting to help the Iowa farmer. 
Iowa is now recognized as a 
poultry state producing quality 
eggs.”

There are times when little 


to shoot up in just one direction. Then 
it is hem-letting-down time. To cover the 
marks left by the old hem, apply rick-rack 
or bias tape or embroidered edging for 
a trim. 

You might want to add a deep ruffle 
to the bottom of a gathered skirt that’s 
too short. It could be of contrasting ma- 
terial, or if you are in luck, the dress may 
have a wide sash that could be used. 

You may plan for this growth by mak- 
ing extra long straps on jumper dresses 
so that buttons can be moved down. When 
making blouses to be worn with jumpers, 
add two or three inches in the length. 

Allow for deep hems on all dresses 
Then allow for one inch tuck underneath 
the hem. Turn the skirt up to the correct 
length, then run the tuck in by hand un- 
derneath the hem so that the edge of the 
tuck just escapes the bottom of the skirt. 
Then sew the hem. 


The tuck can be let out when 
necessary without changing the sew- 
ing of the hem. 


If you are a beginner at sewing, you'll 
probably have to do some ripping. If you 
make things over, then you certainly will 
rip long seams. Try placing the material 
under the pressure foot of your sewing 
machine. It will hold your work firm 
while you rip with a razor blade 

Fasten a paper bag to the side of your 
sewing machine with cellophane tape. 
You'll find that scraps and bits of thread 
will be much more likely to land in the 
bag than in the not-so-easy-to-reach waste- 
basket or on the floor. 
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YOU CAN HAVE more clothes if you make them your- 
self.

You can pin baste a sleeve into an arm- 
hole. Pin the top of the sleeve at the 
shoulder seam, at the notches front and 
back, and then the underarm seam. Then 
go back and pin about % inch apart, 
easing the fabric in as you go. Pin the 
front of the sleeve before the back 


It’s important, even on a simple 
cotton dress, to press as you go along. 
If you have a steam iron, pressing is 
very simple. Most fabrics should be 
pressed on the wrong side. 


Many sewers like to put in zippers by 
hand. This method is simple, requires no 
facing of the edges and gives a smooth 
finish over the hips. It is easier with this 
method to ease in extra fullness on either 
edge of the closing 

To put the zipper in by hand, first baste 
the side opening with small basting 
stitches and press flat. Slip the zipper 
under the seam, ,right side of zipper 
against wrong side of the garment, match 
centers and pin. Sew on the right side 
with small running stitches.

“Pullets really come into pro- 
duction after they are confined 
and given plenty feed and 
water,” says Paul Walther, ex- 
tension poultryman at Iowa State 
College. 

Pullets must make adjust- 
ments after housing tho. Being 
confined is new to range-reared 


birds. So is laying eggs in nests 


Housing places pullets 
under stresses. And, stress- 
es may result in disease out- 
breaks. Bluecomb is _ be- 
lieved to be a stress disease.

tions which will help get better 
production from your pullets 


sugges- 


1. Clean laying house before 
moving in the pullets. Remove 
droppings and litter. Spray the 
house with a one percent mala- 
thion solution to control lice and 
mites 

2. Have pullets vaccinated, 
and debeaked 
housing. This lets them get over 
these stresses before housing 
Never worm your pullets unless 
it is needed. Kill a cockerel or 
an unthrifty pullet and check 
for worms before treating. 


3. House pullets soon after 
you get the first eggs. It’s im- 
portant to get the pullets into 
the laying house on time, so 
move the old hens to temporary 
quarters if they are being held 
over. 

4. Have plenty of feed and 
water ready for pullets. They 
may start eating sooner if you 
move some of the range feeders 
to the laying house. 


wormed before 
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5. Have pullets switched to 
laying ration before housing. 
They will do well on laying ra- 
tion after 4 months of age. 

6. Provide plenty of darkened 
nests. Pullets will learn to lay 
in nests easily if housed before 
they have formed the habit of 
laying on the ground on range. 

7. Provide oyster shell or 
limestone, free-choice, at all 
times. Pullets need calcium ma- 
terials for making egg shells. 

8. Keep pullets as quiet as 
possible while moving to laying 
house. This can often be done 
better at night. You may lock 
them in range shelter and move 
the shelter to the laying house 
and turn pullets into the house. 

9. The time of day isn't im- 
portant in moving pullets. How- 
ever, it should be cool 

10. Have plenty of help to 
get the job done as quickly as 
possible 

Pullets start developing a so- 
order soon after being 
The stronger, more vig- 
orous birds peck the weaker 
ones. And they’ll keep pecking 
until a definite flock boss is es- 
tablished. 

There shouldn’t be many culls 
at housing time if you purchased 
good chicks. But, obvious culls 
should be removed from the 
flock before housing. Diseased 
birds should also be removed. 

Pullets on range are used to 
plenty of fresh air. So be cer- 
tain you provide adequate venti- 
lation in the laying house. 

House your pullets on time. 
Provide plenty of feed and 
water, and keep an eye out for 
disease problems. Some extra 
care can increase your profits.

It was from a 

farmer who was keeping good 

records and obviously was a 

pretty shrewd beef feeder. Take 

a look. 
Dear Cy: 
Just to satisfy my own curios- 
ity, I ran my own feed-lot 
tests on the Watkins Beef Pro- 
gram that you talk about 
every now and then.

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Cool weather 
slows borers 


(cook WEATHER this summer 

has reduced lIowa’s corn 
borer problem. But there will 
still be some damage recorded 
from both a first and second 
brood of borers. 

Temperatures reduced first 
brood egg masses in June. Since 
the temperature was often be- 
low 65 degrees, many of the 
moths didn’t lay eggs. 

“Based on the conditions of 
mid-July, we’re assuming there 
won't be a complete second 
brood either,” says Harold Gun- 
derson, extension entomologist 
at lowa State College. 

“It appears that the largest 
second brood borer population 
will occur in northwestern 
Iowa,” he adds. 

Farmers will have to 
watch the crop and make 
their own decisions about 
treatment. The borer popu- 
lation will vary from field 
to field.

Boar testing station 
studies new housing 


‘OME NEW housing ideas for 
production testing boars are 
being tested at the Iowa Swine 
Testing Station in Ames, Iowa. 
The building features indi- 
vidual pens that are 4 feet wide 
and 16 feet deep. A barrow pen 
allots 15 square feet to each 
animal. 

The new house was designed 
by Ralph Durham, Iowa State 
College animal husbandman and 
advisor at the testing station. 

Durham says the building is 
serving as a working model and 
will be used to study other pos- 
sible modifications. 

The testing building can be 
constructed for $100 a pen, in- 
cluding feeder and waterer. It 
faces south—and this looks as 
if it may be important in en- 





couraging animals to drop waste 
away from their feeding and 
sleeping area. 


“We wanted a house that 
could be cleaned easily and 
efficiently,” says Durham. 
This is important to farmers 
who raise hogs in confine- 
ment, too. 


The building was designed so 
the board fences will move and 
the outside area may be cleaned 
with a tractor and scraper. 


Dairy heifers need 
summer care 


| JNDER the pressure of field 

“ work, it’s easy to neglect 
dairy heifers during the summer 
months. 

Purdue University dairymen 
suggest these points be observed 
in care of young dairy stock: 

1. Provide individual pens for 
calves for several months and 
avoid wide differences in age 
when several heifers are penned 
together 

2. Avoid pasturing calves un- 
til they are 6 months old. 

3. Since some animals grow 
more rapidly than others, it is 
unwise to turn a group of heifers 
of different ages on pasture for 
breeding. Size is more impor- 
tant than age in determining 
when a heifer should be bred. 

4. Provide good pasture or 
supplement poor pasture with 
hay or silage 

5. Furnish a dependable sup- 
ply of drinking water. 

6. Give the heifers a mineral 
mixture of 100 pounds trace 
mineralized salt and 200 pounds 
of steamed bone meal. 

7. Maintain fences so _ that 
animals can not pick up in- 
fectious diseases from adjoining 
pastures or lots. 

These practices should help 
your heifers produce more milk 
when they move into the milk- 
ing string.

When they’re about 8 months old, or 
weigh 250 pounds, they may be bred 
It’s a good idea to worm both sows and 
gilts before the breeding begins 


Flush the animals during the 
breeding season. This should begin 
from 7 to 10 days before breeding 
starts and continue until all animals 
are bred. 


When sows are mated individually, it’s 
best to use two services. Mate the gilts 
on the first day of estrus and the sows 
on the second day. Then, the second 
service should follow 24 hours later 

If only one mating is used, then it’s 
best to service both the gilts and sows on 
the second day of heat. 


Feeding management: 

Many farmers favor hand feeding of 
sows and gilts during a fall gestation 
period. They feel the animals will make 
better use of late pasture and other 
roughages 

Also, it’s easier to keep a close watch 
on the condition of the animals when 
they are being hand fed 

Self-feeding can be used successfully, 
too. Use balanced rations and provide 
the animals with plenty of feeder space

Many farmers are 
using production-tested boars for more 
efficient, faster growing pigs 

A boar should be about 8 months old 
before he is used in the herd. Pick him 
early so you can test him on some gilts 
outside the breeding herd 


All phases of hog production can have 
a big effect upon your profit margin. But 
your opportunities are best when you 
farrow pigs so they'll be ready for market 
when the price is at its peak.

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RECENT DROP IN HOG PRICES reflects the increased 
marketings. More seasonal decline is in the cards. It still 
looks wise to carry hogs into the 200 to 220-pound range 
Be sure to top them out as they move into those weights, tho.

JUNE FARROWINGS on Iowa farms were 19 percent 
above year-ago figures, according to the Iowa crop and live- 
stock reporting service. This is right in line with the 20 
percent increase predicted for fall farrowings in this state 
The June figures would represent 17.4 percent of the total 
if fall farrowing intentions are carried out 


CROP PRODUCTION is likely to hit a new record 
this year. The wheat crop is estimated at just under 
the 1947 record. Actual figures could easily put it over. 
Corn acreage is up slightly. And chances are that 
final yields will be above those estimated in the July 
crop report. Soybeans are heading for another record 
year. Acreage is up about 13 percent over last year’s 
new high. Growing conditions have been generally good. 


DEADLINE FOR deciding to reseal CCC corn on the farm 
was July 31. But there’s a good chance your county ASC 
office will still let you do some extra resealing and pay 
you the regular 16 cents a bushel for doing it. Price sup- 
port corn to be delivered in Iowa is about 25 million bushels 
in excess of CCC’s available storage space. 


IF YOU ARE in a county where CCC storage is short, 
consider putting up a new structure for resealing corn— 
even a garage or hoghouse you'll be needing. That way you 
won’t be caught with CCC corn not yet called for delivery 
when you want to use the cribs for your 1958 crop. Figure, 
too, on a loan for non-compliance corn again this fall. So 
we'll probably have another CCC storage problem in 1959. 


NUMBER OF FARMS with milk cows has been reduced 
about half in the last 10 years. Many folks who kept cows as 
a sideline dropped out. But farmers staying with dairying 
have about doubled the size of their herds. Total number 
of milk cows is about 20 percent below the 1945 level 
Average milk production per cow climbed about 35 percent 
during that time, due largely to (1) better cows, (2) better 
roughage, and (3) heavier feeding of concentrates 


EVIDENCE OF THIS shows up in milk production figures 
for the months of this year. Tho total production 
stayed about the major dairy registered in- 
creases. So the leveling off, due to unusual winter weather 
and high prices for meat animals, had to come outside main 
areas. Milk-feed price ratio was well above average
